ЕРОТ, Corps going forward 
with Lake Okeechobee Trail

Corps of Engineers, South Florida Water Manage- 
ment, and city and county officials from Okee- 
chobee, Hendry, Glades, Palm Beach and Martin 
“Counties all met fast- Wednesday at the John Boy 
Auditorium in Clewiston to.begin to finalize plans 
for the completion of the Lake Okeechobee Scenic 
Trail 

FDOT District 1 Secretary David Twiddy said 
the department of transportation has earmarked 
$7 million of its own enhancement project funds for 
the construction of the trail, campsites, trailheads 
and related’ amenities. The estimated cost df the 
project, a multi-üse recreational trail on top of the 
115 mile Herbert Hoover Dike is $25,975,000. 

The goal of Wednesday's meeting of 20 separate 
organizations that were represented is to deter- 
mine how the remaining funding be secured. 

At Wednesday's meeting Pete Milam, chief of op- 
erations for the Corps of Engineers, in Clewiston, 
and representative for the district office in Jack- 
sonville told the group that the Corps will design 
and build the trail, and will maintain the portion of 
the trail on the dike itself, once the money is raised 
4o fund the project and the participants agree on fi- 
nal plans for the project. 

Mr. Milam said the reason the Corps has offered 
to do the construction of the trail and ancillary ser- 
vices is that the Corps would have to review any 
construction plans, anyway, to insure that they did- 
n't undermine the structural integrity of the dike. 

“We were part of the development of the master 
plan and the dedication of the Hervert Hoover 
Dike. The project has gotten a lot of attention, and 
the organizations have done a great job getting the 
communities and counties out there involved. This 
is a project which could draw people into this area. 
I've been with the Corps 17 years, апа. thousands 
drive by. the lake every day without ever seeing 
what a jewel it is,” Mr. Milam said 


FDOT Secretary Twiddy said he is interested in 
the prjoect, both because of the popular support, the 
fact that muclvof the trail is in his district and per- 
sonal reasons. 

“My family was raised in Clewiston. My grand- 
father was a dredge.boat operator who helped 
dredge the dike. I grew üp in Clewiston, spent a lot 
of summers there, and I just think it would be neat 
to be able to start in Clewiston and end up in 
Clewiston by wálking on the trail. This is an inter- 
national kind of project, and we want to gather all 
the energy and interest and go from there," Mr. 
‘Twiddy ваза. 

The Florida Department of Transportation be- 
gan work on the master plan for the Lake Okee- 
chobee Scenic Trail in 1996, and plans for both the 
easterri and western side of the project were com- 
pleted in 1998, but the project stalled when funding 
for the entire project wasn't forthcoming. The pro- 
ject has been re-energized recently following dis- 
cussions with Governor Jeb Bush and the Florida 
Department of Environmental Protection as well as 
the Florida Department of Transportation concern- 
ing using Florida Forever Funds to finance the con- 
strüction, along with other state and federal grant 

A steering committee comprised of the various 
groups attending Wednesday's meeting will meet 
again Wednesday, July 14 at 10 a.m. at the Dolly 
Hand Center in Belle Glade to determine how to 
proceed in promoting public interest in the project, 
and dividing up tasks such as grant writing, ob- 
taining resolutioffs of support from city and county ` 
government agencies around the lake, as well as in* 
terlocal agreements with those entities for mainte- 
nance of carp sites, and other issues.

Taming a hurricane: no ideas so 
far that actually work

It was a newspaper headline 
that caught my eye. "Scientists 
say chemical sheen could cut 
hurricane power.” 
- The news.story told of efforts 
by scientists at the Massachu- 
setts Institute of Technology to 
“thwart the power of a hurri- 
cane before it hits land.” The 
scientists are trying to develop 
a biodegradable chemical film 
to put on the ocean in thé path 
of an oncoming hurricane. 
\/ The film would prevent heat 
id moisture in the ocean from 
interacting with the hurricane, 
thus weakening the storm. At 
least, that's the theory. 

Its not the first time I've 
heard of efforts to try to weak- 
‘en a hurricane. In fact, scien- 
tists have been coming up. with 
all sorts of ideas for years. 

“The classic is ‘fet’ drop an 
H-bomb; op а Нигћсапе'" said 
Dr. Hugh Willoughby, the di- 
rector of the Hurricane Re- 
search Division of the National 
Oceanic and Atmospheric Divi- 
sion. 

“And the problem is that if 
you'drop an H-bomb on a hur- 
ricane, what you get is а та- 
dioactive hurricane," said Dr. 
Willoughby. 

lts a crazy idea and Dr. 
Willoughby has heard them all. 
So has Dr. Robert Sheets; the 
former director of the National 
Hurricane Center. 

After Hürricane Andrew dev- 
astated Florida in 1992, Dr. 
Sheets received dozens of let- 
ters from .folks suggesting 
ways to save Florida from fu- 
ture hurricanes. The letters 
were full of imagination but 
had very little hard science. 

“One guy suggested that we 
build’ a series. of large fans 
along the East Coast of Flori-. 
da,” Dr. Sheets said.\“When а 
-hurricane was headed for 
Florida, all we would have to 
do is turn on these fans and the 
force of the wind would blow 
the hurricane out to sea.”

Good intention. Lousy idea. 
“It wold be great to be able to 

do it, to make hurricanés go 
away. and not have to look at 
all the damaged houses we had 
after Andrew, .said Dr. 
Willoughby. “But nobody's ever 
beer able to come up.with any- 
"thing." 3 
Anything ‘that would work, 
that is. There are all sorts of 
ideas - from seeding clouds to 
dragging a huge chunk of ice 
from the north Atlantic to cool 
the tropical ocean - but no one 
has found an idea that actually 
worked. 

Abig part of the reason is the 
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unimaginable amount of powe: 
produced by a hurricane. it is 
truly the stronge*t storm on 
Earth. 

“When people gei to the point 
where they can wrestle with 
hurricanes, they аге going to 
be able to fly to thestars,” said 
Dr. Willoughby. "That's the 
type of energy wre talkin, ) 
about.” 

How much епеву! When 
Hurricane ‘Andrew hit South 
Florida, Dr. Willoighby took 
some calculations. 

“I calculated tje heat re- 
leased from Andre" as it came 
on shore near the "lurkey Point 
Power Plant,” said Dr 
Willoughby. “Baiically, the 
heat released by th? rain in An- 
drew is 9,000 Tirkey Point 
Power Plants.” 

I can’t imagine ће amount of 
energy produced by one nu- 
clear power’ plait, let alone 
9,000. That's why attempts to 
weaken a hurricine, whether 
it's through biod/gradable fil. | 
or an H-bomb, Ӯ, at the mo-

Fish hook punctures are 
common problems presented to 
emergency departments 
around the world.

removal due.to their barbs: 

Each wound must be.careful- 
ly evaluated. Within and 
beneath the skin lie many tis” 
sues and organs that are sus- 
ceptible to injury by the pene- 
trating foreign body. Depend- 
ing on just where the hook 
enters the body, it is possible 
to injure arteries, veins, 
nerves, tendons, bones, and 
joints. An eye can be devastat- 
ed by a fish hook. Larger hooks 
can even injure the lungs and 
heart. Fortunately, most fish 
hook injuries are primarily to 
just the skin, and the hooks 
can be removed without any. 
permanent or serious danger 
to the patient. Many methods 
of removal are employed, 
depending on the type of hook, 
its depth, and its location. 

One removal method com- 
monly used in emergency 
departments is the Cooke 
maneuver depicted above.

The reason T'm 
writing this message to you is because I know first 
hand what it's like being in prison. 

I'm.serving a 20 year sentence here at Glades 
Correctional Institution. If this law had been in 
effect year's-ago there would have been a lot of peo- 
ple alive today, even the person that I'h accused of 
killing. 

‘Young brother, don't throw your life away trying 
to prove that you've’ got enough heart to pull a 
trigger: There’s so much of brothers killing broth- 
ers. My question is, will 10-20-life scare the guns 
out of my young brother’s hand? I truly hope so.

With Florida in the lead, state governments 
have reached a $206 billion settlement with four 
U.S; major tobacco companies as compensation 
for the health-related costs states have borne as 
a result of tobacco-related illnesses. 
There is much to. dislike about the deal but 
just about everyone overlooks one factor. Florida 
is acting unethically by pressuring tobacco com- 
panies to pay the costs that the state voluntari- 
ly,ehose to bears 

The facts are clear. Americans have been\using 
tobacco since colonial times and [^ 
have been suffering health-relat- 
ed costs ever since. Beyond ‘a 
doubt, smoking causes cancer, 
heart disease, and a host of other 
medical ills, and beyond a doubt 
(especially as medicel technology 
and. medical, care costs have 
advanced), smoking exacts a monetary toll in 
the form of higher health care costs. Prior to the 
1950s, most Americans had no health insurance, 
so they bore the costs of smoking-related health 
care themselves, Health insurance became more 
widespread in the 1950s and 1960s, but smoking 
still impostd no costs on the government. 
All that changed when Medicaid was created 
in 1966 and’ the state of Florida voluntarily 
agreed to pay health care costs that formerly 
were the responsibility of the smokers them- 
selves. Now Florida has demanded that tobacco 
companies pay the costs the state voluntarily 
chose to bear. If one party (the state) agrees to 
bear certain costs formerly borne by a second 
party (smokers), it is unethical for the first party 
to demand that-a third party (the tobacco com- 
panies) pay for costs\the first party originally 
volunteered to cover. 
* One might argue that the federal government. 
created Medicaid, not the states, but all this 
would imply is that the states should seek 
redress from thé federal government, to the' 
tobacco eompanies. This argument also implies 
that the federal government would be acting 
unethically to try to collect from tobacco compa- 
nies the costs it voluntarily chose to accept. 

Freedom versus responsibility 

In a free country, people are.free to smoke if 
they so choose. Freedom must mean‘the freedom 
to make poor choices, indeed, the concept would 
be meaningless if citizens were only free to do 
what the government approved, "The corollary of 
freedom is responsibility and if people are free to 
make ‘poor choices, they should also bear the 
responsibility for the consequences of th 
choices. That is how thíngs were before Florida 
began , paying for smoking-related. illnesses 
through Medicaid. т >: 

The tabacco companies are partly at fault, too. 
They were. unwilling to fight for the principle 
that people are responsible for the consequences 
of their behavior?In the public's eye, this i$ tan- 
tamount to admitting that the companies were

[ liable. Why else would they have settled? Some 


may argue that it was a good business decision. 
The tobacco companies may have gotten off 
cheaper this way than had they gone to court, 
and at any rate they saved money on lawyers’ 
fees by settling. But the image they have creat- - 
ed in the minds of citizens and future jurors by 
settling may come back to haunt them.

Based on the prece- 
dent that manufacturers are liable for the harm 
done by the use of their products, it is too easy to 
imagine brewers sued for alcoholism and drunk 
drivers or- baseball bat manufacturers sued if 
Someone is bludgeoned with one of their prod- 
ucts. 

Similarly, if tobacco companies are held 
responsible for people whose health is impaired 
by smoking, should auto manufacturers be liable 
fór drivers who injure themselves while speed- 
ing? The speeder's argument:could be'like the 
smoker's: "Chevrolet deliberately designed this. 
Corvette to go well over twice the speed. Jimit. 
Were it not for the dangerous design of the prod- 
uct, I never would have been ablé to reach such 
excessive speeds and have such a serious acci- 
dent." When will this nonsense end? 

Freedom is compromised 

The tobacco companies hurt ys all by settling 
and struck a blow against thé ideals of individ- 
ual freedom and responsibility upon which our 
nation was founded.-The tobacco industry is( ) 
guilty not.of selling cigarettes; which after all 
consisted of voluntary transactions among con- 
senting parties, but rather of abandoning princi- 
ple when it looked like the easy way out. I have 
little. sympathy for tobacco companies in this 
case, and resent the fact that they were willing 
to abandon principle in such a big way and com- , 
promise everyone's freedom in the process: But I 
am not a smoker or a tobacco company stock-/ 
holder. I wilļ-let the tobacco companies decide ~ 
how best to run their businesses.

For children, the top cause of 
death was falling off equipment 
Or becoming entangled in it, 
accounting for five of the 20 
deaths: 

“It’s tempting for a farmer to 
let his kids ride with him, but 
you never know when your son 
or daughter is going to slip and 
fall under the wheel of your 
tractor or get caught in your 
mower,” said Carol Lehtola, 
agricultural safety specialist 
with UF's Institute of Food and 
Agricultural Sciences.

roll-over protective structures, 
or ROPS-metal structures that 
resemble roll bars in race cars. 

"Tractor accidents occur at 
low speeds and people general- 
ly get killed and injured from 
tractors falling on them," 
Lehtola said. “ROPS provide a 
zone of safety and seat belts 
hold drivers in the zone. 
Together, they can prevent 99 
percent of deaths from tractor 
overturns." 

Manufacturers have volun- 
tarily installed ROPS and seat 
belts since 1985, but farmers 
and ranchers still are using 
many ‘tractors built before 
then. 

“ROPS are built so they can 
be folded down to clear tight 
spots and farmers and ranch- 
ers ‘sometimes leave them
